This was the, highlight of Peter- 
son’s testimony in the final public 
hearings conducted by the survey 
commission. 

The proposed Missouri Basin 
Commission would supplant the 
voluntary and extra-legal Mis- 
souri Basin Interagency Commit- 
tee, existing co-ordinating agency 
for the independent federal and 
state functions. A multibillion- 
dollar program of development al- 
ready is under way in this valley, 


stretching from St. Louis to the 
Rocky mountains in Montana, 
Puts Commission on Spot. 
This move for a commission 
created by compact is frankly in 
opposition to any effort to es- 
tablish a Missouri Valley Author- 
ity in the pattern of the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority. It also 
~ tends to put the, survey commis- 
sion on something of a spot, since 
the function of that body, created 
‘by President Truman early this 
‘year, is to recommend a new and 
improved form of administration 
for the valley development. : 
The survey commission is due 
to report by the end of the year. 
Meanwhile Gov. Peterson intends 
to take the compact —e up 
in the Missouri River States Com- 
mittee this autumn, with a view 
to working out an acceptance 
final draft that would be sub- 
. mitted to the 10 basin states and 
to Congress for action. 
> Eight of the 10 Missouri Valley 
states—all except Missouri and 
Montana — have Republican ad- 
ministrations.

Donnelly, Democratic nominee for 
‘Governor of Missouri, is a nomi- 
nal member of the legal commit- 
teé that drafted the compact. 
‘The general idea of such a com- 
pact has been looked on favor- 
ably by the Governors of Iowa, 
Colorado, Wyoming, South Da- 
kota. and Nebraska, and various 
other interests. 


“ “Organization of 10 States. 

~’ The Missouri River States Com- 
mittee, which authorized prepara- 
tion of the compact, with the aid 
of the Council of State Govern- 
ments, is an organization of the 
10 basin states. 

Gov. Peterson, who has been 
mefitioned as a possible choice 
for Secretary of the Interior, if 
Gen. Eisenhower is elected Presi- 
dent, said to the survey commis- 
sion today:

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Dirt Began to Fly 3 Days 
Before Squalls — 
Groundhog Knew 
When Fur Got Wet. 


— 


The much publicized ground- 
hog is a sham and a humbug 
as' a weather prophet, Director 
George P. Vierheller of the St. 
Louis Zoo said today. But there 
is another burrowing animal, the 
prairie dog, which has been 100 
per cent correct as a forecaster 
this year. 

While St. Louis lay parched in 
the weeks.of the early summer 
drouth, the Zoo’s colony of 22 
prairie dogs remained as indolent 
as. the two neighboring ground- 
hogs in the mammal pits, Vierhel- 
ler said. 


Then, three days before rain 
squalls restored the first bit of 
green to lawns and gardens, the 
prairie dogs suddenly swung into 
action. Dirt began flying from 
their burrows and the small ani- 
mals built up a rim of dirt around 
the burrow entrances to a height 
of four or five inches. 

This was done, Vierheller ex- 
plained, to keep rainwater from 
pouring into the burrows. The 
dirt rim is permitted to disinte- 
grate after each rainy spell until 
just before the next rain clouds 
gather. Then the dirt starts flying 
again. 

The lazy groundhogs remained 
lying beside their underground 
homes recently and looked idly 
on as their small country cousins 
built up the soil around their 
burrows to a height indicating 
that St. Louis was in for quite 
a-fainy spell in August. 

Mr. Prairie Dog, long known 
an “the barometer of the prairie,” 
was prepared well in advance for 
the first rain drops, Vierheller 
said. But Mr. Groundhog? 
“Didn’t know anything about 
the rain until his fur got wet,”

Roesel, second vice president of 
the Council of South St. Louis 
Business and Improvement Asso- 
ciations, which circulated the pe- 
titions, said. 

Reasons for striking the 9566 
names, the board said, were: Non- 
registration, 6245; duplicates, 
1055; triplicates, 148; non-resi- 
dents of St. Louis, 991; handwrit- 
ing dissimilar to that on perman- 
ent registration card, 920; il- 
legible, 207. 

If the election board finds that 
the deficiency is made up within 
the 20 days allowed, a proposal 
to repeal the parking meter ordi- 
nance will go on the Nov. 4 gen- 
eral election ballot. 


TRUMAN GOING TO MILWAUKEE 
BY TRAIN, MAY WHISTLE-STOP 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (AP)— 
The White House said today that 
President Truman will travel by 
special train instead of by plane 
when he goes to Milwaukee for 
his Labor day campaign speech 
Sept. 1.

“I am glad to hear Gen, Eisen- 
hower has also approved Presi- 
dent Truman’s resistance to Com- 
munist aggression in Korea. I 
suppose his attitude will anger 
many of his fellow Republican 
‘crusaders’ who have so freely 
criticized the Korean war, but 
it will hearten the resistance to 
Communism around the world. 

‘More Important Than Votes.’ 

“And that is more important 
than winning votes by capitaliz- 
ing on the impatience and dis- 
content caused by this costly and 
aggravating war.” 

Speaking at Kansas City, Kan., 
yesterday, Gen. Eisenhower said 
this country might face much 
more serious trouble now if it had 
not “reacted” to the 1950 Com- 
munist attack in South Korea. 
But “terrible blunders” brought 
on the Korean war, he said. 

Stevenson, commenting on a 
statement by President Truman 
yesterday that the Illinois Gov- 
ernor must run for President on 
the record of the Roosevelt and 
Truman administrations, said:

that average wholesale prices rose | 
two-tenths of 1 per cent in the 
week ended last Tuesday. It was | 
the seventh straight weekly in- 
crease. 

The rise was led by higher 
prices for farm products and 
processed foods, the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics said.

A ship too long for river locks 

was proceeding up the Mississippi 
today in two sections towed by 
towboats of the Federal Barge 
Line.

An order by the National Pro- 
duction Authority, effective Oct. 
1, gives General Motors 41.62 per 
cent of the industry’s allotment 
of steel, copper and aluminum, 
instead of 41 per cent; Chrysler 
21.76 instead of 21.43; Ford, 21.31 
per cent, instead of 21, and Stude- 
baker, 4.19 per cent instead of 
4.13. 

Reduced percentages included 
those of Nash, Hudson, Kaiser- 
Frazer, Packard and Willys-Over- 
land. 

NPA divides up the industry’s 
share of the major metals primar- 
ily on the basis of each company’s 
output in the years 1947-49 in- 
clusive. 


EX-PREMIER HIRANUMA DIES 
SERVING WAR CRIMES TERM 


TOKYO, Aug. 22 (INS)—For- 
mer Prime Minister Kiichiro 
Hiranuma, one of the top war 
criminals convicted with Japan’s 
wartime Premier Hideki Tojo, 
died at Keio University hospital 
today at the age of 85. 

Hiranuma was the oldest of Ja- 
pan’s top war criminals and the 
fifth to die while serving their 
sentences. Serving a sentence of 
life imprisonment, Hiranuma was 
released from Sugamo prison last 
June for hospital treatment. 

A powerful political figure for 
more than quarter century, he 
served as Japan’s prime minister 
from January to August 1939.

ATHENS, Aug. 22 (AP)—Pre- 
mier Nicholas Plastiras’s Govern- 


ment today won a vote of confi-| 


dence by a 9-vote margin. The

John Puerifoy had suggested elec- 
tions for a new Greek Govern- 
ment. 

Plastiras won the confidence 
vote on the record of his coali- 
tion government, which has been 
under heavy fire from the opposi- 
tion party led by Field Marshal 
Alexander Papagos, Greek war 
hero, — 

Papagos has been demanding 
new elections in the hope that he 
would be elected Premier. 

Yesterday Plastiras proposed a 
new election law which would bar 
women and members of the 
armed forces from voting. This 
would spike the guns of Papagos, 
who is said to have strong sup- 
port in the army’s rank and file. 

Peurifoy was quoted by Greek 
papers yesterday as saying elec- 
tions should be held to stabilize 
the country’s economy. Today 
the pro-government newspaper 
Ellinki Imera demanded Peuri- 
foy’s withdrawal for urging elec- 
tions soon. 

The paper said the United 
States envoy had adopted the role 
of a “super governor” and lik- 
ened him to the German and Ital- 
fan high commissioners here in 
World War II, 

Even the ancient Romans 
treated the Greeks with respect 
when they conquered and ruled 
Athens more than 2000 years ago, 
the paper declared. 

The paper added that Greece’s 
pride is being. wounded by ever- 
present United States advisers 
telling government officials how 
to run things. The United States 
representatives have been here 
since America launched a post- 
war aid program in which it has 
so far given Greece $2,500,000,000. 

Peurifoy was not aVmilable for 
comment. He is in Rhodes, the

HE Navy disclosed today that 

four new jet fighter planes 

have been given their first 
tests aboard a carrier. 

Three of them—the single-en- 

gine XFJ-2 Fury and F9F-6 Cou- 

gar and the twin-engine Chance- 


Vought F7U-3—are those which 


Secretary of the Navy Kimball re- 
cently described as new Navy 
planes which will be “better than 
the Russian MIG.” 

When and if the three are or- 
dered into production, they will 


| be the first of the Navy’s swept- 


wing carrier-based fighters, 
Low-Speed Stability. 

They are the first to have low- 
speed stability required for land- 
ing. in limited space, along with 
the high-speed capability that 
swept-back wings provide. 

The fourth is the twin-engine, 
straight-wing F2H-3, a new model 
of the McDonnell Banshee. 

All are faster, more maneuver- 
able and more powerful than 
types now in use. 

The planes were given carrier 
suitability tests aboard the Mid- 
way off Norfolk, Va., Monday 
through Friday last week. 

The Navy is evaluating the per- 
formance reports to determine the 
extent to which the four will be 
ordered into production. 

The FJ-2, known as the “Blue 
F-86,” already is in production at 
the North American Aviation 
plant, Columbus, O. 


Development of First Jet. 

It is a development of the FJ-1, 
the Navy’s first operational jet. 
The Air Force took that plane 
over, swept its wings and made 
it a better craft, the now-famous 
F-86 

In the FJ-2, the Navy has “re- 
captured” the plane, mounted it 
with 20-millimeter cannon instead 
of the Air Force’s 50-caliber, and 
beefed it up for carrier opera- 
tions. 

It is in the 650-mile-an-hour 
class, more than 100 miles an 
hour faster than the FJ-1, and has 
a service ceiling of 45,000 feet 
compared with 38,200 for the 
Navy’s first jet fighter. 

The Grumman Cougar is a 
swept-back adaptation of the Pan- 
ther, which has seen action in 
Korea. 

The F7U-3 is a delta-wing, bet-

adoption of the one-half of one per cent earnings 
tax as a stop-gap answer to the city's financial 
problem, 

Strictly speaking, this short-term issue was 


not the committee’s concern, and some of its 


members said so. Also, the real issue before the 
community is not the question of an earnings 
tax or no earnifigs tax, but rather the issue of 
the form in which the earnings tax should be 
adopted. 

‘The Darst Administration had widespread sup- 
port when it appealed to the Missouri Legisla- 
ture to empower St. Louis to levy an earnings 
tax. It was agreed that such a tax was needed, 
and that it was desirable since it would reach 
many non-residents who make daily use of city 
facilities. It is hardly necessary to re-examine 
these basic conclusions now. . 


But St. Louisans ought to be given a chance 
to say what they think about alternative forms 
of the tax, especially the one incorporated in a 
proposed ordinance now bottled up in the Alder- 
manic Ways and Means Committee. Under this 
plan, every taxpayer, would be granted an ex- 
emption of $13 a week for himself and each of 
his dependents, and the remainder of his earn- 
ings would be taxed at the flat rate of one per 
cent. 

Mr. Darst is not quite accurate when he re- 
fers to the proposed plan as a graduated tax. 
The rate of such a tax increases in proportion 
to the income on which it is levied. The pro- 
posed alternative earnings tax would not step 
up in this way. It is worth repeating that all 
earnings beyond the suggested deductions 
would be taxed at one and the same rate—one 
per cent. 

The argument that the deductions would make 
the cost of collecting the tax prohibitive to the 
city also holds no water. True, employers would 
have to determine the exemption of each worker, 
but they already make much more complicated 
determinations in connection with the federal 
withholding tax. We are informed that the oper- 
ation would be an easy one, and it would put no 
burden on the city at all. What work is involved 
would all be done for the tax collector. 


Beyond these considerations, of course, is the 
fundamental issue of making some allowance to 
the taxpayer who is supporting other individ- 
uals. The wisdom of such an allowance has been 
generally recognized at least since Adam Smith 
enunciated the principle of taxation according 
to ability to pay. ; 

The fact that in either form the tax would 
produce about the same amount of money for 
City Hall makes it all the more desirable to give 
the people of St. Louis .a chance to say how 
they would like to make municipal ends meet. 


A protracted debate would not be desirable, 
but a reasonable opportunity for an expression 
of public opinion surely is in order.

Bigger and Better 

One thing that we are looking forward to un- 
der the new administration, whosever it be, is 
a fresh style for the President’s semi-annual 
economic reports. 

The facts and statistics presented in these re- 
ports, prepared by the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, are invaluable. But the sum- 
mary which starts them off, in the President’s 
name, have come to represent the modern equiv- 
alent of the “watch-us-grow” type of boostership. 

By and large, everything is lovely in the eco- 
nomic report, Problems exist, yes, but they can 
be surmounted with courage and conviction. 
Dark patches loom, yes, but in general the pic- 
ture is bright. Are taxes high? “But the incomes 
of the people have increased enough to pay 
these taxes and to support a higher level of con- 
sumption and saving at one and the same time.” 
Are rising prices lowering the value of the dol- 
lar? “Let us always remember, that the time 
when a single dollar could buy the most was in 
1932—at the very bottom of the great depres- 
sion.” = : 

There is some truth in what the economic ad- 
visers say, of course. What we are talking about 
is the tone and color of their prosé. Whoever 
sits on the next Council, we hope they not only 
give the President sage advice but present it to 
the public in something less than the opulent 
terms of a real-estate prospectus. 
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Firmness on the Prisoners 

President Truman’s reaffirmation of the U.N. 
stand on war prisoners in the Korean truce 
talks is no doubt occasioned by sentiment among 
the families of American war prisoners for a 
relaxation of that stand. 

Difficult as the situation is, President Truman 
is right in saying that “compelling humanitariar 
and moral reasons” forbid the United Nations 
to take any action that would condemn Com- 
munist prisoners to involuntary repatriation. 
That principle has been established by the nego- 
tiators and cannot be abandoned. 

The art of negotiation, however, includes the 
art of permitting one’s opponent to save face, 
and it must be hoped that while they hold fast 
to the principle the U.N. negotiators will con- 
tinue to be receptive to any honorable way of 
ending the long dispute.

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“Frankly Political” at Boise 

Gen. Eisenhower's speech at Boise was billed 
as his first “frankly political” appeal of the 
campaign. To anybody who expected a powerful 
statement of political doctrine, it must have been 
disappointing. Gen. Eisenhower is still dealing 
in broad generalities. 

There can be little question that a majority 
of Americans desire to take “that straight road 
down the middle” to which the Republican nomi- 
nee dedicated himself. But there is a good deal 
of disagreement on which road is the straight 
one, and just where the middle lies. Gen. Eisen- 
hower will have‘to produce a more specific road 
map, as the campaign proceeds, if he is to satis- 
fy the public demand for detailed exposition of 
a candidate’s views. 

Speaking in a region that is conspicuously de- 
pendent upon federal appropriations for devel- 
opment of its water, land, and power resources, 
Gen. Eisenhower said what many Westerners 
doubtless like to hear—that in the distribution 
of this bounty the Federal Government should 
act as a partner but not as a dictator. When that 
has been said, however, the real issues surround- 
ing resource development have been left entire- 
ly untouched. 

The nominee skirted one issue when, in de- 
scribing the “philosophy of the left,” he said: 


The Government will build the power 
dams, the Government will tell you how to 
distribute your power, the’ Government will 
do this and that. 


Does Gen. Eisenhower méan to say, then, that 
the Government shall build the power dams but 
shall merely generate electricity for the use and 
profit of private power companies who shall con- 
trol the terms of purchase and the terms of sale? 
The purpose of Government transmission of Gov- 
ernment power is to assure that it redounds to 
the benefit of the people, just as Abraham Lin- 
coln’s homestead law reserved the benefits of 
free land to the people rather than, in Gen. Eis- 
enhower’s words, “to the great combination of 
rich men.” How would Gen. Eisenhower apply 
the principle of the homestead law, which he ap- 
proves, to the modern and vital issue of public 
power? 

This is the sort of thing the Republican nomi- 
nee will be called on to elaborate as his cam- 
paign takes form. Meanwhile, the Boise speech 
has made it clear that he does exclude from his 
definition of “leftism,” and so heartily approves, 
the broad principle of old-age retirement bene- 
fits, unemployment insurance, equal opportunity 
regardless of race, education, decent housing, 
the right of working people “‘to be productive.” 

These “social gains” which have been achieved 
during the last 20 years, Gen. Eisenhower said, 
have become so widely accepted that they should 
be considered beyond politics. It is now his task 
to speak with equal candor on those issues that 
are still very much a part of politics. 
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Open Door on Tax Cases 

President Truman has taken another laudable 
step toward reform of the revenue system with 
his order opening for public inspection the rec- 
ard of tax cases that are settled for less than 
the Government’s original claim. 

For obvious reasons the details of income tax 
returns are and should remain confidential, but 
where a tax case has been contested and settled 
to the taxpayer’s advantage the withholding of 
all information goes too far. If thé case came to 
court, the information would come out. If it is 
settled before reaching court, the reasons for 
public access to the same information are even 
stronger, for here the cloak of secrecy may 
cover corrupt or simply negligent activity by the 
Government officials making the settlement. 

The Bureau of Internal Revenue, following 
disclosure of some notable tax settlements, 
agreed to make public details of any case chal- 
lenged in Congress. But why should it be neces- 
sary for a Congressman to raise the question 
before information can be obtained? 

Mr. Truman has now broadened the ruling so 
that the records will be open for anybody to 
judge whether the Government’s compromise 
tax settlements are sound and in the public in- 
terest. That is as it should be, and the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors, under the leader- 
ship of James S. Pope of the Louisville Courier- 


Journal, deserves the public’s thanks for fight- 
ing to open the income tax records. a } 
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A Fire-Eating Democrat | 

Kurt Schumacher was one of the finest prod- 
ucts of democracy, an opposition leader who 
never thought of winning an argument by any 
other means than votes. In the West German 
parliament he disagreed with Chancellor Aden- 
auer on almost all major issues, including the 
manner of bringing the Germans into the grand 
alliance of the West. But it never occurred to 
him to head a separatist movement. He counted 
on parliamentary votes and, most heavily on 
next year’s national elections. Incidentally, he 
had been given a good chance of defeating 
Adenauer in that test. 

More immediately, Schumacher’s major objec- 
tive was non-ratification of the agreement 
signed by Adenauer and the Western powers. 
Here the Socialist leader was not motivated by 
any sympathy for Russia. He was always strong- 
ly anti-Communist. In the case of the Bonn 
agreement, he. felt that the cart was being put 
before the horse. He felt that Germany ought 
to be reunited first. To put German troops in a 
Western army now, he argued, would lead to 
a mpre intensive remilitarization of East Ger- 
many by the Russians. It would keep Germany 
divided indefinitely, and perhaps even lead to 
a war of Germans against Germans. 

Schumacher was an impassioned orator, but 
his popularity was based on more than rhetoric. 
The son of an East Prussian officer of the old 
days, he nevertheless accepted Socialist policies 
as a matter of principle. In the same spirit, he 
fearlessly assailed the Nazis in the Reichstag 
while they were on their way to power. It was 
no surprise when they arrested him almost as 
goon as they came to power. He was thrown 
into a concentration camp in 1933 and remained 
a Nazi prisoner for a decade. 

The German Socialists will miss Kurt Schu- 
macher. The continuity of the party’s policies 
probably will be maintained by such men as 
Erich Ollenhauer, its vice’ chairman, and Prof. 
Carlo Schmid, its outstanding thinker. But they 
will hardly be pressed with the fire and the 
fury which were Schumacher’s.

Peron’s Hate-America Campaign 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Argentine newspapers are required by dictator to print abuse 
of the United States daily; they provoke disturbances and bomb- 
ings, like that of the Lincoln Library; infiltrate their poison 
by cable into Chile, Uruguay and other neighboring countries.

Not long ago.an American note was pre- 
sented by Charge d’Affaires Lester Mal- 
lory to Gen. Juan Peron’s Foreign Minister 
Jeronimo Remorino protesting strongly 
against the bombing of the Lincoln Li- 
brary of the United States Information 
Service in Buenos Aires. 


Although Argentina has apologized for 
the incident, that bombing and that pro- 
test may prove dramatically culminant in 
Argentina’s “Hate America” campaign 
which has been proceeding for longer than 
a year. 

This cold war—the general's own de- 
scription—extends throughout the ‘whole 
Peron-dominated Argentine newspaper 
world. The only exceptions are a 
few independent papers. La Nacion, Bue- 
nos Aires, and La Capital, Rosario, are 
the most prominent. The political fight 
has gone out of them since the more fa- 
mous La Prensa was seized and taken 
over,«but they do not join in the national 
anti-American chorus, conducted for Gen- 
eral Peron by his Minister of Information, 
Senor Raul A. Apold, a former editor of 
Senora Eva Peron’s daily, Democracia. 


It is an established fact, though not pub- 
licly admitted, that General Peron or- 
dered and periodically tones the campaign. 
He often calls for the strident and vituper- 
ative note. He writes himself, as Des- 
cartes in the newspaper Democracia. 


A common, almost dominant, line of ar- 
gument for Descartes is that there is no 
difference between Russian Communism 
and “imperialistic” or “plutocratic” capi- 
talism. Whenever these quoted terms are 
used, or “imperialism” instead of “capital- 
ism,” the Argeptine people have been 


\. trained to understand that their lider is 


referring to the United States. 
In a recent article he said: “Soviet Com- 


\ munism and imperialistic capitalism are 


the evils of the world today. Communism 
is a problem in every country, just as is 
capitalism. If Communism wishes to pen- 
etrate our countries, it is we ourselves 
who must prevent it. For this a better 
doctrine is essential, which implies a 
substantial reform of the capitalist colo- 
nial system, so as to avoid succumbing to 
its effects: Communism.” (The United 
States is considered a colonial power 
through economic “enslavement.”) 


La Prensa from the moment it -was 
seized 18 months ago from fits independent 
publisher and handed over to the Peronis- 
ta General Labor Confederation to run, 
has followed the Descartes lead, but in 
more forthright language. Hardly a day 
has passed since without this paper print- 


ing an editorial openly attacking the United . 


States or its policies. The main aim, obvi- 
ously, has been to divide Latin America 
and then separate the countries individu- 
ally from North America. 

During the past month 60 per cent of 
the editorial. expressions have been bla- 
tantly anti-America. Some have been crude 
and violent. 

When it comes to the news columns, La 


Prensa as well as the “popular” newspa- . 


pers abandon all discretion. Text and cap- 
tions are invariably slanted to produce 
hostile reader reaction against the United 
States. 


< 


Practically every day blazing banner 
lines and captions in the evening papers, 
Critica, Noticias, Graficas, and La Razon, 
tell the Argentines that the United States 
is responsible, more than Russia, for the 
difficulties in the world at large. North 
America itself is represented as a land of 
gangsters, strikes; racial strife, and war 
fever. 

Critica and Noticias Graficas have prac- 
tically a daily editorial note, offensively 
phrased, on the above lines, La Razon’s 
position is almost pathetic. It used to be 
the recognized afternoon medium for the 
international and immigrant reader. Its as- 
sociation with the “Hate America” cam- 
paign is compulsory, as is also that of El 
Mundo, the popular morning paper. 


The traditional nationalists, naturally, 
are capitalizing on this opportunity. Their 
principal organ, the evening La Epoca, 
would cut off relations with the United 
States right now. 


It is not surprising that there should be 
disturbances of public order, and bombing 
incidents, as at the Lincoln Library, when 
the Peronista propaganda deliberately in- 
cites the Alianza nationalistic fanatics. 
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Frequent cases have been brought to for- 
eign notice of ordinary citizens becoming 
impassioned by the “news of the day.” 
The postal distribution of leading Ameri- 
can magazines has been stopped for sev- 
eral months past. 


It is a debatable point whether the most 
damage to American interests has been 
perpetrated among neighbors or in Argen- 
tina itself. The poisoning of an entire peo- 
ple at home is probably the more danger- 
ous. 


Peronista diplomacy, through regular 
channels, especially the labor attaches, or 
the special Argentine-dominated Latin- 
American trade union committee, is spend- 
ing and working hard to wrest continental 
leadership, from the United States. 


Frequent cases have been reported late- 
ly of warhings to or expulsions of Argen- 
tine diplomatic and consular representa- 
tives for intervention in the internal af- 
fairs of neighboring countries. This inter- 
vention: usually has been in the shape of 
influencing electoral or other activities 
against the United States. 


Chile and Uruguay have suffered con- 
siderably from this kind of intervention, 
and even more so from the circulation of 
distorted news in the form of “cables.” 
German Vergera, the Chilean Ambassador 
in Buenos Aires, considered it necessary 
to issue three disclaimers in one week. One 
was to pfove that Chile was not ceding 
“secret " to the United States.

Wife of a Gallivantin’ General 


THE QUIET LIFE OP MRS. GENERAL LANE. Vie-

The life of Polly Lane was quiet only in 
contrast to the violent life of her famous 
husband, Gen. Jo Lane, soldier and states- 
man, who missed nomination for the presi- 
dency by only one vote and was defeated 
for Vice President as team-mate with 
Breckenridge when the Kentuckian ran 
against Abraham Lincoln. Between times 
he won his military title in the Mexican 
War and was Governor of Oregon and at 
all times a leader of men who won fame 
and incurred blame. 


With the feeling that there was a need 
for the balancing of the fame and the 
blame in favor of the fame, Nina Lane 
Faubian, great-granddaughter of Jo and 
Polly Lane, gathered material for a “book 
to clear the general’s name. Death claimed 
her before she had finished the introduc- 
tory chapters and the material was turned 
over to Victoria Case, who undertook the 
difficult task of carrying to completion 
the biography that the devoted great- 
granddaughter had begun. 


In all the Faubian material there was 
almost no reference to Polly Lane except 
an obituarial tribute to her as a noble 
mother and faithful wife, who was laid to 
rest “as quietly as she lived.” The quiet 
life of Jo Lane’s wife was something 
worth looking into. Victoria Case looked 
into it and came up with a story about 
Polly, who carried on at home while her 
husband went off to save his country. It 
is also, of course, the story of Jo Lane as 
related to the life of the woman who 
stayed at home. 


Staying at home wasn't as quiet as it 
might have been, for there were 10 chil- 
dren to be brought up without much help 
from Jo, who was too busy saving the 
country to-be bothered. There were hard- 
ships and struggles and sorrows which 
Jo heard about on his occasional visits. 
without dampening of his gay and gallant 
spirit. Communication between them was 
scant when he was away because Polly, a 
water-waif in flight from an Indian mas- 
sacre, picked up as a child in a floating 
boat on the Ohio river, had never Jearned 
to read and write. 


It was no wonder then, that when Jo 
came home: once, after an absence of a 
couple of years, he had to ask how many 
grandchildren he had and was confused 
when Polly counted them off because there 
were sO many that he had forgotten or 
hadn’t seen. Little things that caused Pol- 
ly to wonder how Jo would fare in eter 
nity with his sins against his family mark- 
ed up against him—the broken promises, 
the neglected home life, the sacrifices of 
her and her children to his noble sense 
of honor. One thing was sure, though, Jo 
would be- charming and gallant and take 


‘what was coming to him like a statesman 


and a gentleman. 

You had to hand it to Jo, he was a man 
of honor who did not neglect a duty nor 
betray a principle—his hospitality, his duty 
as a citizen, his loyalty to his political par- 
ty, his firm ties with his friends, his re- 
spect for his ancestors, his personal integ- 
rity. If one of those principles came in 
conflict with the principle of supporting his 
family it was just too bad. _. 

In that respect Jo Lane’s name needed, 
and still needs, a lot of clearing. Still 
needs it because Victoria Case, while giv- 
ing him his due as soldier and statesman, 
makes no attempt to condone his faults 
as a family man. Neither did Polly, though 
in her devotion to him and her self-immo- 
lation, she did not cross him in his high 
and mighty principles. 

It follows that, although in the book Jo 
Lane gets all that is coming to him, good 
and bad, it is Polly Lane who emerges, in 
her “quiet lif:,” as the greater of the two 
in the that count most in human 
values.

That old farcical Brazil Nut, “Charley’s Aunt,” has lots of 
fun still to be picked out of it, ’tis proved by “WHERE’S 
<HARLEY?” the film version of the stage musical success, 
now at the MISSOURI. Matter of fact, it’s much improved for 
modern consumption by being a musical. Not particularly be- 
cause of the music itself. “I’m in Love With Amy,” and “My 
Darling, My Darling,” are pleasant enough light romantic 
songs, though hardly world-rocking. But the fact it’s a musical 
helps a present-day young audience get into the mood for as 
flagrantly broad a romp as only Abbott and Costello could hope 
to get away with otherwise. And the ancient British standby 
ts still hilariously, rockingly funny. Believe it or not, even 
that landmark of a comedy line, “I’m from Brazil, where the 
nuts come from,” evokes roars of laughter from kids who 
don’t realize their grandparents thought it too old-hat to be 
humorous any more. 

The particular reason for “Charley’s” new lease on life is, 
of course, Ray Bolger, who repeats his success from the stage 
version. Ray is without a doubt the world’s greatest eccentric 
dancer, but he’s just as good a farceur. In or out of the Char- 
ley’s Aunt costume, the lanky man with the long spindle legs 
and gloomy, méat-cleaver face is a natural clown, as loose in 
spirit as he is in feet and body, with all the reckless, yet cal- 
culated and disciplined, merriment of the great buffoons. He 
doesn’t have to take refuge in safety-first underplaying; he 
‘lets go with explosive vitality. 

Some of the people from the stage production are in it, 
including Horace Cooper, who contributes handsomely as the 
old goat in pursuit of Charley’s Aunt, Allyn McLerie and 
Robert Shackleton. It’s prettily staged in untarnished musical 
comedy style, with an occasional actual Oxford University 
background thrown in. The Brazilian dancing sequence is a

Conflicting Discipline

é6 ON’T you think that only children are apt to be 
D spoiled?” a member of the TV “Child Behavior” 
audience asked the other day. Our answer was, “Not 
necessarily.” a | 
“Do you believe that the strict European upbringing gives 
a child more respect of his parents than the more lenient 
American methods?” was her next question. 
A whole book could, obviously, be written on these two 


contrasting ways of bringing up children, but again a brief 
answer would be, “Not necessarily.” 
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BUT THE NEXT ANSWER was not easy. This mother went 
on to explain her problem, which was that she, a European 
by birth and brought up very strictly, was trying to enforce 
strict discipline on her only child, now aged three and a half. 
Her husband was an “easy-going American.” 

She feels that he is spoiling their son. He feels that her 
standards of discipline are altogether too high and firm. As a 
result, she gives commands, and he refuses to back them up. 
- The result is that the little boy not only doesn’t obey his 
mother, but openly tells her that he doesn’t like her. And she 
is doubly unhappy, because of his growing dislike for her and 
because she feels that he is growing up completely spoiled. 
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THIS, OBVIOUSLY, is too complex a problem to be solved 
in a single newspaper column—especially as we have seen 
only the mother and neither the father nor the little boy. 
However, we would make the following few suggestions to 
any other foreign-born mothers who are now married to 
Americans and living in this country. 

From our own observations of family life on the Dhatiesnt, 
we realize that the entire philosophy of child rearing is very 
much stricter and quite different from ours. We believe more 
in respecting the immaturity of the child. Not giving, him too 
difficult commands. Not expecting too much of hifh. (The 
same child would almost certainly behave “better” if brought 
up by the stricter European methods.) 

Some of our child development books such as “Infant 
and Child in the Culture of Today” by Gesell and Ilg, or 
“Babies are Human Beings,” by Anderson Aldrich, might be 
useful in giving someone brought up in another country a 
feeling for our “developmental” point of view. 
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WE BELIEVE THAT once you are sure that your demands 
are reasonable it is a good policy to be firm about them and 
to enforce them. But first, be sure that they are reasonable. 
And try not to give too many. 

Perhaps if this mother could relax her expectations and 
reduce her demands a little, her husband would agree on his 
part to back her up a little better. 

But, however they work this out, we can only urge them, 
at all costs, to present a united front before their child. Each 
will have to compromise considerably, but it will certainly 
be worth it. It is most certainly more important that a mother 
and father agree as to the type of distipline, than whether 
it is firm or-gentle.

Whittling Down Thighs

Fix It Yourself

Removing Hardened Mortar. 


HEN people start fooling 
W arouna with concrete or mor- 

tar they sometimes get a 
little sloppy and the first thing 
you know some of the goo gets 
where it’s not wanted. Now if you 
flush it away with water before 
it has a chance to set you won't 
have any trouble but if you let 
it harden, removing it takes a 
little work. This, of course, only 
applies to mortar or fresh con- 


crete on masonry surfaces. If 


you get it on woodwork, it’s easy 


to remove even when it’s hard. 


The best way to remove hard- 
ened mortar from masonry is to 
first soften it up with muriatic 
acid. You need a solution of one 
part acid to 10 parts water. Flood 
the hardened piece of mortar 
with this solution and let it soak 
in for a few minutes. When the 


mortar begins to get soft, flush | 


off all the acid-with plain water 
and then use a cold chisel to re- 
move the mortar. After all traces 
have been removed, flood the 
fnasonry surface with more fresh 
water. This is necessary to pre- 
vent traces of the acid harming 


the rest of the masonry. In the 
case of brickwork, the mortar 
will leave a stain on the brick 
and this can be removed by 
scrubbing the surface with a stiff 
wire or fiber brush and some of 
the acid and water solution,

LLEGITIMACY brings many problems, some of them in-

I’m afraid someone else will tell him, 
and do it cruelly. This could, I’m sure, lead to serious com- 
plexes and much unhappiness.”

MRS. L. IS QUITE RIGHT in her fear. Unhappily, there 
is no way to keep the circumstances of his birth from him. 
If he isn’t told, he'll discover it for himself, some day; per- 
haps he’ll sense it, or he might search for a birth certificate. 
About the only thing those who love him can do is to prepare 
him for the inevitable, and do it as gently as possible. 

In the case of this child, the process should begin now, 
slowly and within the boundaries of his understanding. Foster 
parents, facing the same problem, sometimes tell the child 
that his father, for some reason, didn’t want to live with his 
mother and his mother wasn’t able to make a home alone. 
This would explain to him why he is living with his grand- 
parents. 

This child also should, as a first step, be taught to call 
his supposed parents grandmother and grandfather, and his 
mother by her right title, with some such explanation as I 
have cited. With this established, the rest should be inferred 
' with great gentleness until, as he grows into intellectual ma- 
turity, the truth will be clear.

To Get Your “Walking Papers” — 
American Slang. 

HE man who is said to get his 
T “walking papers” is in receipt 

of notice of dismissal, what- 
ever form this may take, It is 
the figurative use of the phrase 
about which one of our readers 
inquires, and which is, of course, 
its most interesting aspect, but 
its literal significance is in the 
former allusion, 

The idea behind this saying is 
in the document or authorizing 
papers which accOmpany appoint- 
ment to many positions, particu- 
larly in public office. The offi- 
cer in the armed services receives 
his commission, the diplomat re- 
ceives his “portfolio,” other at- 
taches or appointees, a contract. 
So, conversely, arose the meta- 
phor in allusion to dismissal as 
receiving, or being given, one’s 
“walking papers.” 

This is one of the rare examples 
of authentically American slang. 
It is down in black and white only 
since the early nineteenth century. 
Its earliest appearance on the rec- 
ord is in allusion to a suitor be- 
ing given his walking papers! In 
a now-forgotten literary item of 
an American author by the name 
of Woodworth, you read this: 
“As for the bumpkin, her lover, 
he must take his walking papers!”
